Chinese Public. Dispen- 
sary Tuberculosis’ ‘Clinic 
covers.the period June 16 
to August 1, and reveals 
several interesting facts. 


The Clinic, which is conducted 
by the Convent of the Maryknoll 
Sisters, was attended by 114 new 
patients and 199 others who ‘re- 
warned for further advice. The 
total number of patients in at- 
tendance since the apening of the 
Clinic on April 25 was 266, 

Of the 114 new patients exam- 
ined, diagnoses made revealed: 
Clinical Tu berculosis, 5; Suspect- 
ed Tuberculosis, 11; Known con- 
tacts, 6 and Non-Tubercular 
(Clinically) 92. The sex distri- 
bution was equal, namely .57, and 
of the number of new patients 
examined 84 were adults’ and 30 
were children. 

The. patients came from _ the 
following districts: Kowloon City 
(82), Shamshuipo .(8), Yaumati 
(8), Hakka Village (5), Mong- 
kok (4), Hong ‘Kong (2), Cheung 
Sha, Wan (2), Hunghom (1), Lai 
Chi Kok-=-(1), Wanchai (1). 

House visiting is now in pro- 
gress, soya bean milk (provided 
by the Hong Kong Soya’ Bean 
Milk Company) being used as a 
means of contact and during the 
fJperiod under review, 362 half- 
‘lpints were distributed. Cod Liver 
Oll substitute was also. given to 
many of the patients. 

The report concludes with a 
description of some of the homes 
visited many of which were dark 
and cvercrowded.

Before the case opened, th? 
Chief Justice commented on the}: 
absence of the ‘instructing solici-] ‘ 
tor and. was told by Mr. Chen 
that Mr; Hobbs was engaged in 
the Summary Court. His Lord- 
ship said that an application 
should have been made. . 

Mr. Reynolds said Mr. Hobbs 
told him he would be -engaged 
in the other court and believed 
his absence would not be taken 
as a discourtesy.

Wong then dragyed him 
to the front of the anep ee 
kicked him. Deceased, a 
bending position, holding his 
stomach, managed to walk a 
short distance, where he sat 
down and died ‘almost imme- 
diately.
